Current and coming

Robert Swain Gifford 


THE FIRST MAJOR EXHIBITION of the work of Robert Swain 
Gifford (1840-1905) since 1905 will open at the Whaling 
Museum in New Bedford, Massachusetts. on May 24, 
where it will remain through July 21. It will then go to 
the Hudson River Museum in Yonkers, New York, from 
September 21 through November 10. Gifford, a native of 
the New Bedford area, began his artistic career as a marine 
artist, painting in the manner of his mentor, Albert Van 
Beest (ANTIQUES, January 1937, p. 14). After a brief 
period in Boston, Gifford went to New York in 1866 and 
made his permanent home there. In the 1860’s and 1870's 
he traveled extensively in the Far West, Europe, and North 
Africa, making sketches. Influenced by the Barbizon 
school, he became one of this country’s foremost landscape 
painters, and devoted most of his effort to painting the 
New England coast, particularly the shores of Buzzards 
Bay around Nonquitt, Massachusetts, where he had a 
summer home.

In addition to oil painting, Gifford worked in watercolor. 
He was a founder of the American Society of Painters in 
Watercolors, and his contributions to group exhibitions 
earned high praise from critics. He was also active in 
developing interest in etching in this country through the 
establishment of the New-York Etching Club and publica- 
tion of his own plates. Reviewers in New York and abroad 
considered Gifford’s prints among the best American etch- 
ings. Works in all three mediums (thirty-seven paintings, 
twenty-three watercolors, twenty-six etchings) as well as 
seventeen drawings are included in the loan exhibition. 
Only eight paintings are from museum collections; the bulk 
of the show is drawn from private collections. 

This is the fourth in a series of exhibitions held at the 
Whaling Museum devoted to artists who lived or worked 
in the New Bedford area. It is accompanied by a fully 
illustrated catalogue which includes four color plates and 
a biographical essay by Elton Hall, associate curator of 
collections at the museum.

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Tapestry show postscript 


ONE OF THE MOST heavily attended exhibitions in the 
history of the Metropolitan Museum of Art was the Mas- 
terpieces of Tapestry show that closed late in April (see 
ANTIQUES, February 1974, p. 250). As an epilogue to that 
magnificent exhibition, the Cluny Museum in Paris has lent 
the Metropolitan Museum the complete series of ten sump- 
tuous tapestries depicting the Story of David, four of which 
were seen in the recent exhibition. These tapestries are so 
enormous they are not on permanent display at the Cluny 
and have rarely been shown together. They will be on view 
at the Metropolitan Museum until September 3. This series 
is one of the finest examples of Brussels low-warp weaving 
at the beginning of the sixteenth century. Such an elegant 
and exquisitely executed work could only have been woven 
for a prince, but it is not known who ordered this set, 
which the Cluny bought in 1847. 

David was probably the most frequently depicted Old 
Testament character during the late Middle Ages. Among 
the scenes from his life included in this series are the 
Bringing of the Ark to Jerusalem, as well as several 
episodes of the story of David’s adultery with Bathsheba 
and the related story of the campaign against the city of 
the children of Ammon.

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Textiles and costumes in Los Angeles 


THE Los ANGELES County Museum of Art’s textile and 
costume department, begun only slightly over twenty years 
ago, today has a collection that is rich in both scope and 
depth. Its first exhibition, entitled Poiret and Dufy, was 
held in July 1954. The current exhibition, on view until 
September 8, pays tribute to the past twenty years of 
collecting by that department, with the support of the 
Costume Council. The council is composed of women whc 
are continuing the work of the women of the Los Angeles 
fashion industry who provided the original impetus to found 
the department because they wanted a research center as 
a source of inspiration for textile and fashion design. 

When the textile and costume department was formed. 
its first curator, Stefania P. Holt, gathered as the nucleus 
of the collection the small group of costumes then in the 
history division, the tapestries in the decorative arts 
department, and the fine collection of Chinese fabrics anc 
robes given to the museum in 1938.

THE NEWARK MUSEuM, one of the pioneers in collecting 
folk art, is currently exhibiting a generous selection of 
about fifty examples of paintings and sculpture from its 
rich collection, which was begun in the 1930’s. The paint- 
ings in the show, which will be on view until September 
2, include portraits, still lifes, and marine scenes, as well 
as tinsel paintings and paintings on velvet. Among the other 
exhibits are weather vanes depicting a ram, a horse, a fish, 
and a rooster; ships’ figureheads and cigar-store figures:

And gathering tackle and rods and pack, 
I slip downstairs and unlatch the door, 
The dawn has opened the wider crack 
And the stars have lessened to three or four.

FISHING IS an obsession that drives thousands of otherwise 
sane and sensible men out of their warm beds long before 
daybreak into darkened city streets from April Fools’ Day 
onward, along deserted highways to their favorite streams 
and lakes, there to immerse themselves ritualistically in 
icy water. A string of fishless days and freezing nights 
has never been known to cure this addiction among the 
brotherhood of the angle. According to the best estimates, 
there are currently fifty million habitual anglers in America 
who spend an astounding three billion dollars a year pursu- 
ing what Arnold Gingrich of Esquire magazine, himself 
a dedicated fly fisherman, calls the ‘‘unending fascination 
[and] glorious uncertainty”’ of fishing. One might well ask: 
‘‘Why do people fish?’’ Izaak Walton in his incomparable 
The Compleat Angler, that cornerstone of angling literature 
first published in 1653 and subsequently in nearly four 
hundred editions, viewed fishing as ‘‘the contemplative 
man’s recreation.’’ Along the same line, President Herbert 
Hoover once said that fishing was something to do for fun 
and to wash one’s soul. But more to the point, Nick Lyons 
in his recent Fishing Widows (subtitled The Intimate and 
Domestic Revelations of an Angling Addict), quotes the 
Field & Stream humorist and sage Edward Zern’s claim 
made about twenty-five years ago that ‘“‘roughly two-thirds 
of all fishermen never eat fish. This should surprise nobody. 
Fish is brain food. People who eat fish have large, well-de- 
veloped brains. People with large, well-developed brains 
don’t fish.”’ 

Few recreations can boast as extensive a literary history 
as fishing and few pastimes have ever been romanticized 
so fully in painting. There is an old contention that some 
of the world’s best fishing is to be found in the library, 
where angling literature begins as early as 1496 with Dame 
Juliana Berners’ A Treatyse of Fysshinge Wyth an Angle. 
Not only is the literature vast and the artistic tradition 
impressive, but there has also grown up a widespread 
interest in and sophisticated knowledge about the accouter- 
ments of fishing, as Kenneth M. Cameron’s article on 
American fly rods in this issue so ably demonstrates. 
Fishing is essentially a solo sport, as Thaddeus Norris 
pointed out as early as 1864 in his The American Angler’s 
Book, yet rigidly exclusive fishing clubs were among the 
more ancient and honorable social clubs founded in early 
America. The language of fly-fishing literature has always

been English. But this English heritage has been superseded 
and amplified here in America since the nineteenth century, 
as Gingrich has pointed out in his delightful The Joys of 
Trout—first, in the invention of the Kentucky multiplier 
reel; then, in the development of the split-cane rod in the 
last half of the last century; and finally, early in this century 
Theodore Gordon took the dry fly from the English high 
priest, Frederic M. Halford, and scientifically imposed an 
entomology of American stream insects on the galaxy of 
English fly patterns. 

Yet as everybody knows, even if he cannot tell a fly 
rod from a buggy whip, the only equipment a barefoot, 
freckle-faced boy needs to catch a mess of fish is a simple 
pole and a can of worms or bucket of minnows. There 
are elements of amusing anecdote and social satire in Junius 
Brutus Stearns’ The Old Old Story of 1882 illustrated on 
the cover this month. There such a boy with his catch of 
fish is depicted and favorably compared with his senior 
fisherman, who is sporting his more elegant costume and 
appropriate gear for the occasion—in spite of his miserable 
catch. The cane-wrapped handle of the rod, which appears 
to be split bamboo, is typical of those examples dating 
from the period of the 1870’s to the 1890’s. The painting 
recalls those halcyon, sun-drenched summer days of youth 
one remembers so fondly—if not always accurately—when 
mosquitoes and mayflies swarmed off the water and stirred 
in clouds against raking shafts of sunlight down the bending 
alley of a stream; when fish pocked and rippled the surface 
with their feeding. 


The flowering of art nouveau 


A BETTER understanding and wider appreciation of art 
nouveau have developed in recent years through the serious 
scholarship of a number of art historians, among them 
Robert Koch and his Louis C. Tiffany, Rebel in Glass 
(1964). In this issue Koch analyzes some of the master’s 
efforts in working out abstractions in glass, including the 
Tiffany vase shown on our frontispiece. The creative pas- 
sion that swept the visual arts of the modern world during 
the belle époque at the turn of the century sprang from 
a medley of sources and was led by a new intellectual 
elite. The decorative talents of Tiffany are now familiar 
to collectors: his bronze and glass were fashioned in the 
rhythmic movement of undulating curves and made up of 
radical torsions, asymmetrical forms, elastic spirals, and 
organic meanders. But it is less often recognized that as 
his surface ornament and figurative representation became 
more stylized and simplified, it tended to become more 
abstract than linear.

Tiffany’s abstractions in glass

Louis COMFORT TIFFANY, who began his career as a 
painter, became an outspoken proponent of elevating the 
decorative arts to the artistic level of the fine arts. A 
contemporary of the French impressionists and postimpres- 
sionists, he was a leading exponent of the art nouveau style 
in America. A recently discovered stained-glass panel also 
establishes him as a master of abstraction (PI. I).

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Tiffany was only thirty years old when he began seriously 
experimenting with glass as a medium for artistic expres- 
sion. In the following year, 1879, he began work on the 
stained-glass panel that was the first and one of the most 
important abstractions of his career. The painter John Leon 
Moran noticed the prototype of the panel in 1879 during 
a visit to Tiffany’s studio and apartment on the top floor 
of the Bella Apartments at 48 East 26th Street: 


The Oriental splendour of the next studio that we enter fairly 
dazzles. Not merely is the studio marvelously designed and 
decorated, but the entire flat, with many rooms and devious 
corridors, is in unison; and here dwells Mr. L. C. Tiffany, who, 
although a young man, is one of the leading American artists, 
whose breadth of treatment and sense of colour have long made 
him conspicuous among his fellows. . . . Opposite the entrance 
is a window on which Mr. Tiffany has from time to time daubed 
the scrapings of his palette with a view to the achievement of 
accidental effects. These he has got so happily that one can see 
suggested in the various panes, commencing at the lower ones, 
the sea-depths with their rocks and parti-coloured growths, then 
the shore, then the earth with pools and trees; and above the 
sky, blending into all tints from delicate greys and blues, through 
rich purples and reds, into sombre black. From this design (if 
one can so call anything arrived at by hap-hazard), the artist 
is having a stained glass window made.' 


By 1880 Tiffany had translated his design from a palette 
scraping to a panel of leaded stained glass. He made the 
glass himself at the Heidt glasshouse in Brooklyn and then 
cut and assembled it, also by himself. The panel was 
installed in the lobby of Tiffany’s studio, covering half 
of a window that opened into an air shaft (Fig. 1). It was 
mounted in grooves and could be raised or lowered by 
a pulley and counterweight. Below the window was a 
gaslight torch on a tripod to illuminate the uneven surface 
of the glass at night. The colors and textures of glass in 
the panel were similar to those Tiffany used in panels he 
installed at about the same time in the dining room of the 
Fifth Avenue house owned by George Kemp, a drug 
merchant. 

In 1893 Tiffany wrote: 

Those of us in America who began to experiment in glass were 
untrammelled by tradition, and were moved solely by a desire 
to produce a thing of beauty, irrespective of any rule, doctrine, 
or theory beyond that governing good taste and true artistic 
judgement. At first very little attention was paid to mere form. 
Color, and color only, was the end sought.? 


And in 1917 he added: 


The sovereign importance of Color is only beginning to be 
realised in modern times. . . . Today we are beginning to realise 
that these light-vibrations have a subjective power and affect the 
mind and soul, producing feelings and ideas of their own in the 
recipient brain.” 
Throughout his career, color was always much more im- 
portant to Tiffany than ‘“‘mere form,’’ which is the main 
reason why his work is so highly regarded today. 

One of those who saw the stained-glass screen in 1882 
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was Tiffany’s friend Elihu Vedder, a painter who returned 
from Rome in that year for an extended stay in New York 
and Boston.* It is instructive to compare the screen with 
Vedder’s cover for an edition of the Rubdiyat of Omar 
Khayyam, which Vedder also illustrated (Fig. 2). The 
drawings for the cover and illustrations were made between 
May 1883 and March 1884 and the cover design bears 
a striking resemblance to Tiffany’s screen. The art of 
William Blake was the source for the great curve with stars 
which is the dominant feature of both designs. 

In 1886 the Tiffany family moved to a mansion on 72nd 
Street and the only object from the 26th Street apartment 
known to have survived is the window screen, which 
remained in storage for the next eighty-six years. 

Opalescent tiles of pressed glass for use in the interiors 
he was designing were the first products Tiffany produced 
in quantity (PI. II). For these he often mixed glass of 
different colors so that the accidental effects that resulted 
made small abstractions three, four, or six inches square. 
During the decade 1882-1892 when he made these tiles, 
he designed many important interiors, including some 
rooms in the White House, as well as producing ornamental 
windows that were installed in churches in most important 
American cities. 

After 1892 Tiffany concentrated on designing blown- 
glass vases and bowls for which he patented the trade name 
Favrile in 1894. Thus he extended his interest in abstrac- 
tions to three-dimensional objects. The production of the 
Tiffany glass furnaces at Corona on Long Island, New 
York, was enormous. Although Tiffany himself did not 
actually make any of these pieces he would from time to 
time have objects set aside for his own collection. These 
pieces were marked A-Coll. for Artist’s Collection and are 
highly prized today. 

Several of the A-Coll. pieces are free-form abstractions 
that are the logical outcome of Tiffany’s experiments of 
previous years. Never before had experienced craftsmen 
worked to create such apparently crude, rough, and uneven 
blown glass. Natural and accidental effects stemming from 
the nature of the material were the only requirements of 
the technique. Designs were based on the structural-stress 
lines. The vase marked 54 A-Coll. (Frontispiece) of about 
1900 is completely within the art nouveau style but is bolder 
in shape than any executed by Tiffany’s contemporaries. ° 
The bowl in Plate II], which is made of what is now known 
as lava glass, is among the most successful of Tiffany’s 
free-form abstractions in its rich colors, rough surfaces, 
and variety of textures.® Although lava glass received very 
little attention during Tiffany’s lifetime, it is sought by 
museums and collectors today. 

Mario Amayo has written: “‘It may not be too farfetched 
to see in Tiffany’s Favrile glass the seeds of the American 
abstract-expressionist painting which was to become so 
fashionable half a century later, about the same time that 
Tiffany glass underwent a revival of interest.’*‘

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The abstract recurs in much of Tiffany’s later work, 
including some that at first appears to be representational. 
After 1900 Tiffany became increasingly fond of floral forms 
for his glass and lamps, yet he continued to encourage 
his workmen to utilize accidental effects. His first lamp 
with a leaded-glass shade was the Tyler of 1898, a design 
based on reverse curves, while one of his earliest designs 
for cast-bronze desk ornaments was in a wave pattern also 
based on abstract curves. Later lamps and bronzes, al- 
though frequently floral, preserve the abstract character of 
earlier works. 

The recent rediscovery of Tiffany’s abstract stained-glass 
window screen of 1880 demonstrates that Tiffany’s lifelong 
experiments with abstraction began even earlier than had 
originally been thought.

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LIKE CERTAIN SPORTING GUNS, the American fly-fishing 
rod of the nineteenth century set a world-wide standard 
for quality, and the products of early makers are now 
prized. Until after the second World War, the best split- 
bamboo rods were made by craftsmen who could trace their 
work, often from son to father, back to the Civil War. 
The split-bamboo rod, introduced in the 1860’s, remains 
the standard even today, although it has become prohibi- 
tively expensive for most fishermen. The use of rods made 
of solid wood, however, is as old as fishing itself. By the 
first quarter of the nineteenth century, the making of 
wooden rods was highly sophisticated, and without the 
expertise thus gained, the introduction of split-and-reglued 
bamboo might have been long delayed. Among the notable 
wooden-rod makers of the third quarter of the nineteenth 
century were Robert Welch, the Pritchard brothers, and 
most important of all, William Mitchell (d. c. 1887), all

of New York City. Some of the finest wooden rods can- 
not be assigned to specific makers, so we must assume 
the existence of craftsmen of considerable ability between 
1820 and 1860 whose work was sold by such tackle houses 
as Andrew Clerk, J. P. Crook, and Conroy in New York 
City, and Bradford and Anthony in Boston. 

In attempting to date wooden rods, one must remember 
that they were manufactured until the 1920’s, although after 
about 1900 mostly as a cheap substitute for split bamboo. 
In general, high-quality rods made of native woods—maple 
(for the butt section only), hickory, ash, and less common 
woods such as shadblow and ironwood—predate rods made 
of imported greenheart and lancewood. By 1845, when 
John Brown’s Angler’s Guide was published, hickory had 
fallen into partial disuse, and dogwood and hazel, which 
had been popular even before hickory, were no longer used 
at all. Rods of 1840 to 1865 were commonly made of two 
or more woods, typically ash for the butt and sometimes 
for the mid-section, while the tip was of a more flexible 
wood—often lancewood after it began to be imported about 
1840, but sometimes whole bamboo, native cane, or 
whalebone. The tips were usually unstained, while butts 
and mid-sections were stained black or a dark brown. The 
first use of longitudinally split and reglued bamboo was 
as tips for such rods. 

The location of the reel is another indication of the date 
of arod, since the modern practice of placing the reel below 
the handgrip on fly rods was unknown before the early 
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1850’s. On most wooden rods, the handle itself is merely 
a part of the butt. All-metal reel seats and handgrips of 
celluloid, hard rubber, or other manufactured materials are 
products of the late 1870’s and 1880’s. Some of the finest 
examples of solid-wood rods now known date from fairly 
late in the century, after the acceptance of split bamboo. 
A superb wooden rod by William Mitchell, for example, 
now in the collection of the Museum of American Fly 
Fishing, has the handle Mitchell patented in 1883. 

There was an overlap of at least two decades between 
the introduction of split bamboo in the mid-1860’s and its 
domination of the rod industry. The lightness and elasticity 
of split bamboo were advantages, but to make these rods 
was a demanding process, described by A. G. Wilkinson 
in 1876 as follows: 


In making a rod, some ten or twelve feet of the butt of the cane 
is sawed off and split into thin pieces or strands. These pieces 
are then beveled on each side so that when fitted together they 
form a solid rod. . The six or twelve strips, as required, 
being worked out, and each part carefully tested throughout its 
entire length by a gauge, are ready for gluing together, a process 
requiring great care and skill... .! 


Fred Mather, a noted angler and writer on fishing, remi- 
nisced at the turn of the century about his first encounter

with split bamboo in 1865 at Conroy’s tackle house in New 
York: “‘I listened with wonder to the talk of angles, tapers, 
gluing and other details, until I thought that the building 
up of a split-bamboo rod required more careful attention 
than the grinding of a lens for a great telescope... .’”” 

While the controversy over who created the first split- 
bamboo rod may never be settled, it 1s clear that the two 
most important early American makers were the gunsmiths 
and fishermen Samuel Philippi of Easton, Pennsylvania, 
and C. F. Murphy of Newark, New Jersey. Philippi evi- 
dently saw the potential of imported Calcutta bamboo as 
early as 1846, but there is reason to doubt that he made 
split-bamboo rods before the Civil War. It is believed that 
he made complete, six-strip bamboo rods before his death 
in 1877. 

C. F. Murphy (d. 1887) was undoubtedly the first to 
make split-bamboo rods on a commercial basis. They were 
four-strip rods which he sold through Andrew Clerk of New 
York in 1864 and afterwards. Ebenezer Green of Newark 
and the rather obscure A. H. Fowler of New York made 
similar rods in the mid-1860’s, while William Mitchell 
made some split-bamboo rods after 1869. 

H. L. Leonard of Bangor, Maine, is generally credited 
with perfecting the six-strip split-bamboo rod which was 
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the standard from the mid-1870’s onward. Between 1870 
and 1881 he made solid-wood rods as well as four- and 
six-strip bamboo rods. In 1881 he moved his factory to 
Central Valley, New York, and sold only through William 
Mills of New York City. Thereafter his rods bear the Mills 
name as well as his own. 

Leonard was the outstanding nineteenth-century maker 
of six-strip, split-bamboo rods, but others were close be- 
hind him. Charles F. Orvis of Manchester, Vermont, who 
had been making wooden rods since 1856, in the early 
1870’s began to offer bamboo rods. The Thomas H. Chubt 
company of Post Mills, Vermont, founded in 1869, was 
making split-bamboo rods by the late 1870’s, although 
wooden rods and wooden blanks for amateur rodmakers 
continued to account for a large proportion of the com- 
pany’s business. A. B. Shipley and John Krider of Phila- 
delphia (both old companies), B. F. Nichols of Boston. 
and the long-established J. B. Crook of New York were 
all making high-quality bamboo rods by 1880. About 189( 
an upheaval within the Leonard-Mills association causec 
a number of Leonard’s best rodmakers to leave and founc 
their own companies. Of these, E. F. Payne, E. W 
Edwards, and F. E. Thomas, possibly with others, took 
over the Kosmic Company from Spaulding and made 
excellent, and now quite rare, rods before selling the name 
to United States Net and Twine in 1894. Thereafter 
Thomas returned to Bangor, Maine, where he and hi: 
descendants made rods until about 1960; E. W. Edward:

Split-bamboo rods have always been expensive. In 18 
Krider priced a salmon rod at $60; in 1882, a Crook r 
‘‘used two seasons’’ was offered by the owner for $7 
C. F. Murphy’s early rods sold for $45. Even in 186 
Montgomery Ward was charging $25 for its best sp! 
bamboo rod. The hundreds of operations and the str 
tolerances required in the manufacture of split-bamboo ro 
were expensive. Anyone looking at a cheap split-bamb 
rod of the late nineteenth century will recognize the shc 
diness of the work. 

Dating split-bamboo rods is somewhat easier than dati 
solid-wood ones.* Bamboo rods frequently carry pate 
dates on their ferrules or reel seats, and the most prestigic 
makers put their names on their best rods, usually on t 
butt cap or the reel-retaining ring. Thus, even Leonar« 
earliest rods are stamped H. L. LEONARD, MAKER, BANG 
MAINE. 

Very early split-bamboo rods may be found which < 
composed of fewer than six strips (usually four). Virtua 
all pre-1860 rods were planed round, instead of presenti 
a polygonal cross section as later rods did. Leonard ¢ 
parently planed many of his rods round until about 188 
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although as late as 1894 he advertised that he would make 
round rods on special order. Generally, one may say that 
split-bamboo rods which have been planed round date from 
about 1865 to about 1885. However, one must beware of 
the Kelso Company’s “‘steel vine’’ rods of 1910 to 1920, 
which were also round-planed, six-strip bamboo. Their 
poor metalwork and such post-1890 details as cork grips 
and snake guides give them away. 

Although many kinds of line guides were used on both 
solid-wood and split-bamboo rods, there was a distinct shift 
between 1890 and 1900 from loose ring guides to the 
familiar modern snake guides. It must be remembered, 
however, that many older rods were rewound with snake 
guides after 1900. 

Finally, the handgrip may be of help in dating rods. 
Cork, the standard modern material; was not used until 
the 1890’s, while wound rattan or cane was used from 
the 1870’s through the early years of this century. 

Other materials, of course, have been used for fly rods. 
Tubular steel had its day; fiber glass is now common. In 
the nineteenth century, however, only wood and split 
bamboo were given a craftsman’s most careful attention, 
and only wood and split bamboo are worth preserving 
today.

Scottish glass: a royal service

THE NUPTIALS OF William Rankin and a Miss Ford in 1877 
in Edinburgh united two of that city’s leading glassmaking 
families. | 

The Rankins were the earlier of the two families to be 
recorded in Scottish glass history. A James Rankin (who 
was also known as a lapidary) owned a glassworks in 
Middle Leith in 1773. He was succeeded in 1798 by a 
Francis Rankin, whose specialty was cut drops, girandoles, 
epergnes, and cut and engraved candlesticks. Chandeliers 
still hanging in the Assembly Rooms in Edinburgh are the 
work of this glasshouse. In 1801 a local directory listed 
the glasshouse of a J. and W. Rankin, possibly sons of 
Francis Rankin. Five years later a directory entry appears 
for ‘‘John Rankin, Flint Glassmaker.’’ Thereafter no Ran- 
kins are recorded until 1877, when a William Rankin came 
into prominence by marrying Miss Ford. 

The Ford family record begins with the purchase by a 
William Ford in 1810 of the Caledonian Glass House. This 
was a survivor from the preceding century and was situated 
in the district known as the North Back Canongate, west 
of Holyrood Palace. After transferring the business in 1815 
to South Back Canongate (Figs. 1, 2), where he had already

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established another glasshouse, William Ford died. His 
widow and daughter leased the South Back Canongate 
premises to a partnership which included John Ford, a 
nephew of the late owner. In 1835 this firm was dissolved 
and John Ford carried on in the South Back Canongate 
under the name Holyrood Flint Glass Works. Two years 
later that glasshouse was appointed ‘*Flint Glass Manufac- 
turer in Ordinary to the Queen.’’ Ford died in 1865 and 
in the same year the firm became John Ford and Company. 
It was this John Ford’s granddaughter who married William 
Rankin in 1877. The Rankin and Ford firms presumably 
merged at that time. In 1898 the combined firm was 
appointed ‘‘Glass Manufacturer to Her Majesty in Edin- 
burgh’’ and named the Royal Holyrood Glass Works. The 
son of William Rankin and Miss Ford, William Ford 
Rankin, closed the factory for unexplained reasons in 1904. 

This Ford-Rankin glass manufactory produced a service 
of 250 pieces of fine cut and engraved table glass, part 
of which is illustrated here. It was given by the citizens 
of Edinburgh to George, duke of York (later King George 
V) on his marriage on July 6, 1893, to Princess Victoria 
Mary of Teck. 
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Luxury services of glass are rare, but surviving examples 
prove that they were produced as early as 1788 (a Waterford 
Glass House service) and continued to be made into the 
nineteenth century. Two examples are a sumptuous service 
made in 1824 for the marquis of Londonderry by the Wear 
Flint Glass Company in Sunderland and a large Irish service 
of about 1830 which belongs to the estate of the seventh 
duke of Wellington.’ The distinguished Edinburgh service 
is remarkable in itself, and as a royal service of Scottish 
manufacture it is almost certainly unique. 

The Waterford, Wellington, and Londonderry services 
were decorated primarily by deep cutting, reflecting the 
late eighteenth- and early nineteenth-century preference for 
that type of ornamentation. The Edinburgh service, on the 
other hand, is primarily decorated by wheel engraving, 
cutting being reserved for the beautifully rayed undersur- 
faces of the drinking glasses, their paneled stems with 
faceted knops, and the stoppers of ewers and decanters. 

In the mid-nineteenth century engraving replaced cutting 
for the decoration of the more fashionable English luxury 
glass. The vessels had become lighter in weight, the shapes 
more attenuated; and the natural flowing or growing forms, 
such as vines, ferns, leaves, and flowers then popular were 
more readily rendered by engraving than by cutting. Al- 
though there is a paucity of published material on Scottish 
glass of this period, these stylistic trends seem to have 
prevailed in glass made there as well as in England and 
Ireland. 

One of the engravers working in Scotland was J.H.B. 
Millar (or Miller) who is said to have been a Bohemian 
emigrant. In the late 1850’s he set up a workshop in 
Edinburgh in which he employed his fellow countrymen, 
filling the demand for accomplished wheel engraving on 
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the thin luxury table glass of the time, for the mastery 
of engraving techniques by Bohemian craftsmen had long 
been recognized. 

There do not appear to be any surviving glasses that 
can be unquestionably attributed to Millar or to his shop, 
but the general nature of the Millar engraving style is 
known from illustrations of his work exhibited in London 
in 1862 and in Paris in 1867. Among these is a highly 
decorative, well-covered, and extremely popular fern pat- 
tern, a specialty of Scottish glass, which may have been 
originated by Millar or in his shop. 

Glassmen are naturally migratory and glasshouse propri- 
etors constantly form and dissolve partnerships, both formal 
and informal, so it is not surprising to learn that Millar 
was also closely connected with John Ford’s Holyrood Flint 
Glass Works. Although no published photographs of work 
attributed to Millar bear it out, it is tempting to ascribe 
the decorating of the 1893 Holyrood royal service to Millar 
in view of his association with that glassworks. 

The photograph (Fig. 3) that accompanied the certificate 
registering the design (Fig. 4) shows the full range of pieces 
of glass in the set. Unfortunately, neither certificate nor 
photograph reveals the source of the design or the names 
of the creators and engravers of the forms. | 

The flat flange of the finger-bow! stand is characteristic 
of late eighteenth-century cut glass (Fig. 5). Also, cut 
knops for stemware were prevalent from 1750 to 1800 or 
later (Fig. 6). Notwithstanding these familiar details from 
the past, art deco enthusiasts will find a suggestion of the 
style to come in the predominating straight-sided shape of 
the pieces in the service (Figs. 6, 7). The ovoid forms 
on the trays behind the glassmen in Figure 2 are more 
typical of nineteenth-century work.

The meticulously engraved arms of the duke of York 
are seen to advantage in Figure 8. The larger shield shows 
the arms of the United Kingdom, which are made up of 
the arms of England (three lions passant in the first’ and 
fourth quarters), Scotland (one lion rampant in the second 
quarter), and Ireland (a harp in the third quarter). The label 
that crosses the first and second quarters makes these arms 
peculiar to this duke. The diminutive anchor centered on 
the label is usually but not always given to the second 
son of the sovereign. It is particularly apt in this instance 
because the duke of York spent five years as a cadet and 
midshipman and ten years as a naval officer. 

The small shield, centered on the larger one, carries the 
arms of the royal house of Saxony for Prince Albert, Queen 
Victoria’s consort and the duke’s grandfather. The crest 
is a royal crown from which a royal helmet rises. Above 
the helmet is the imperial crown, surmounted in turn by 
a lion, the personification of Great Britain. The lion and 
the unicorn are the traditional supporters of the royal arms; 
and in this case, the lion wears a prince’s coronet. 

Behind the coat of arms is the circular badge of the Garter 
and its motto, ‘‘Honi soit qui mal y pense,’’ of which 
only a few letters are visible. The ribbons that circle the 
vessels and cross behind the ovals are enriched with the 
five-petal rose of England, Ireland’s shamrock, and Scot- 
land’s thistle.

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Isaac E. Scott, 
craftsman and designer

MUCH OF WHAT we know today about Isaac Elwood Scott 
comes to us through recollections of the John Jacob 
Glessner family of Chicago, particularly the extensive 
journal kept by Mrs. Glessner from the early 1880’s to 
the late 1920’s.' Most of the furniture Scott designed for 
the Glessners was made for their house at 261 West 
Washington Boulevard. That furniture was moved to their 
new house, designed by H. H. Richardson, when it was 
completed in 1886 at 1800 Prairie Avenue. Today the 
Prairie Avenue house is owned by the Chicago School of 
Architecture Foundation and still contains much of the 
original furniture, donated by Glessner’s granddaughter 
Mrs. Charles F. Batchelder, to whom I am indebted for 
a great deal of the information in this article. 

Mr. and Mrs. Glessner helped support Scott throughout 
his life not only by commissioning furniture from him but 
by giving him the financial help he frequently needed. 
Perhaps the best description of him was given by Glessner’s 
daughter Frances Glessner Lee in a letter written in 1961 
to her son George: 


It is about time here to give you a little story of Mr. Scott. 
He was a Philadelphian and ran away to the Civil War when 
he was only 17. Union side, of course. He wasn’t eligible until 
over 18 but I heard he chalked the figure 18 on the soles of 
his shoes and could swear with truth that he was ‘‘over 18.”’ 
Anyway, he fought all through the war, was at Gettysburg and 
many of the other famous battles. He was definitely not the kind 
for war, being a gentle, kind, sweet-minded person of a very 
marked artistic learning. He became an architect and an artist 
after the war and specialized in wood carving. He designed, 
carved and made some furniture of black walnut which he 
exhibited at the Centennial Exposition at Philadelphia in 1876 
to which my parents went. They noticed this furniture particularly 
and bought some of it—then contacted Mr. Scott and ordered 
more furniture to go in the new house they had just bought [261 
West Washington Boulevard] in Chicago. This was a friendship 
that lasted until Mr. Scott’s death. He spent his summers with 
us at the Rocks—indeed he designed the house and supervised 
it while building. . . . Also Mr. Scott taught George and me 
to carve wood.’ 


This account is for the most part corroborated by other 
sources. Scott was born on May 13, 1845, in Manayunk, 
Pennsylvania, northwest of Philadelphia. He fought in the 
Civil War, enrolling as a private in Company G of the 
Thirty-Second Infantry Militia in 1863, and giving his 
residence as Philadelphia. He claimed he was eighteen 
when he enrolled although he was actually only seventeen. 
Military records show that he was mustered into service 
at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, on June 26, 1863 and out 
again on August |, 1863, just over a month later. 

Little is known of Scott’s life in Philadelphia after the 
war. In the 1867 and 1869 directories he was listed as

a carver residing at 677 Bankson Street. He next turns up 
in the Chicago city directory in 1873 as a designer living 
at 149 South Sangamon Street. Exactly when and why he 
moved to Chicago is not known. 

Although the Glessners did visit the Centennial Exhibi- 
tion in Philadelphia in 1876,° there is no evidence that 
Scott exhibited there under his own name. In any case, 
according to Mrs. Glessner’s journal, the Glessners ‘‘had 
bought first bookcase [from Scott] about Christmas, 1875, 
but didn’t get it until end of Jan’y.’’* The Centennial did 
not open until May 10, 1876. 

The cabinet-bookcase the Glessners ordered in 1875 
(Fig. 1) is the most ambitious piece of furniture made by 
Scott yet discovered, and demonstrates that he was a 
designer and craftsman of the highest order, who was aware 
of the reforms of the arts and crafts movement. Its style 
is derived from similar pieces made in England, which in 
turn were inspired by the medieval furniture of northern 
Italy. The inlaid cornice panels of birds, leaves, flowers, 
and a butterfly reflect Scott’s fondness for nature. 

Scott would have been familiar with English furniture 
design of the period through books such as Charles Locke 
Eastlake’s Hints on Household Taste, first published in 
1868. The Eastlake style, according to a nineteenth-century 
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source, ‘‘may be considered as a recoil from the lavish, 
and often meretricious style of the eighteenth century, 
known as Louis the XIV, XV and XVI style. The keynote 
of the Eastlake method is simplicity in building, furnishing 
and decorating.’’® Clearly Scott’s work is in this reform 
tradition, which began with John Ruskin, William Morris, 
and a number of English arts and crafts designers. The 
reform movement in America concluded with the seces- 


- sionist movement in architecture, particularly the Prairie 


school of Chicago and the Midwest, of which Frank Lloyd 
Wright was the most famous representative. 

The Chicago directories list Scott from 1873 to 1883 
at a different address each year, and under several occupa- 
tions. The 1874-1875 Lakeside directory lists him in part- 
nership with Frederick W. Copeland. In that directory they 
advertised: **Scott & Copeland,/Designers, Carvers, and 
Art Wood/workeErS./Refer by permission to W.L.B. Jen- 
ney, G. R./Clarke, H. S. Jaffray and Drake & Wight, 
Architects./119 Fifth Avenue, Chicago.”’ 

In the 1875-1876 directory Scott was again listed alone, 
this time as a wood carver. It was probably during 1876 
that the Glessners ordered the library table shown in Figure 
2, for in her journal for February 1876 Mrs. Glessner noted: 
‘Ordered library table.’’ In its simple rectilinear lines it 
adhered to the reforming principles of Eastlake, which are 
also evident in work by the New York firm of Herter 
Brothers, with whose work Scott’s has affinities and from 
whom the Glessners also ordered furniture.®

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The entry in Mrs. Glessner’s journal for May 26, 1876, 
records: ‘‘ordered small bookcase, Scott’s design, but he 
had it made by Fiedler, cost $70. . . .’’ This may refer 
to the bookcase shown in Figure 3. A. Fiedler and Com- 
pany, which became one of Chicago’s high-quality furni- 
ture manufacturers and decorators, was first listed in the 
Chicago directories for 1876-1877." The carving on this 
bookcase may have been done by Scott, and it is likely 
that he worked closely with the craftsmen at Fiedler’s. The 
architectonic quality of the bookcases in Figures 1 and 3 
is characteristic of much American and English furniture 
of the time, while its medieval inspiration is typical of 
contemporary English furniture. 

It seems likely that one of the several mentions of a 
chest of drawers in Mrs. Glessner’s journal refers to the 
chest-and-cabinet shown in Figure 4. It is related stylisti- 
cally—by the spindles on the cornice, for example—to 
other pieces Scott made during the late 1870’s.

Scott was not only restless, as his yearly changes of 
address indicate, but he also evidently traveled consid- 
erably. On October 27, 1879, Mrs. Glessner recorded in 
her journal that ‘‘Mr. Scott was making pottery for us in 
Boston.’’ She was referring to four vases made at the 
pottery in Chelsea, Massachusetts,® the most ambitious of 
which is shown in Figures 5 and Sa. In shape and decoration 
the vase shows the influence of Japanese taste so prevalent 
in the decorative arts of the 1870’s and 1880’s. Of the 
three other vases Scott made for the Glessners, one is 
unglazed and is the same size as the one shown in Figure 
5, and the other two are smaller and glazed (Fig. 6).

An entry in Mrs. Glessner’s journal for November 1879 
notes that Scott came back to Chicago early in the montt 
and that the Glessners gave him some small commissions. 
including a small desk—perhaps the one shown in Figure 
7. The side panels (see Fig. 7a), which were most probably 
executed by Scott himself, show him to be a maste! 
carver-designer. In the beautiful asymmetrical composition 
one sees the essence of the reform movement—simple 
outlines strongly influenced by Japanese design. 

Scott also designed many picture frames for the chiefly 
Dutch and German prints of the fifteenth through the 
seventeenth centuries which the Glessners collected. Mos

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of these frames are in Glessner House today. The mantel- 
pieces for the Glessners’ West Washington Boulevard 
House, executed to Scott’s designs, were later removed 
to their summer house in New Hampshire. 

In the 1882 Chicago directory, Scott was listed as both 
a designer of interiors and an architect. The following year 
he was again listed as an architect, this time in partnership 
with Henry S. Jaffray. A number of commissions by Jaffray 
and Scott were noted in The Inland Architect and Builder, 
including the Champion Reaper Company’s building 
and the Commercial National Bank building, a render- 
ing of which appeared in the March 1884 issue of the 
magazine (Fig. 8). Located at Monroe and Dearborn 
streets, the bank was to be a six-story building: ‘‘The first 
floor will be occupied as a banking room and with an 
exceptionally fine interior designed by Mr. Scott, whose 
facility as a designer as well as architect is well 
known. .’? Scott’s ability as an architect is open to 
question, however, since the building described so enthu- 
siastically collapsed while under construction on April 14, 
1885. The following day Mrs. Glessner wrote in her 
journal: 


Tuesday morning a pier under the new building gave way letting 
the whole interior of the north part into the basement. We thought 
that much bad enough, but the floors being anchored into the 
walls, drew in the east wall—and Tuesday night the most terrific 
gale of wind came up and blew the wall in—roof, etc. The 
building is terribly wrecked. The architects [Jaffray and Scott] 
have been discharged and the work put into Mr. Boyington’s 
hands. 


More successful were Scott’s designs for houses, a good 
example being the residence he and Jaffray designed for 
P. C. Hanford, which was built on Calumet Avenue near 
Twentieth Street (Fig. 9). Jaffray was listed in Chicago 
directories as an architect in the 1870’s, and continued to 
be so listed in 1884, after his short-lived partnership with 
Scott was dissolved, and in later years. Scott, however, 
is not listed at all in Chicago after 1883. 

Scott probably lived in New York during some of the 
years between 1883 and 1888, for a drawing of his dated 
1887 gives his address as 1129 Broadway. The Boston city 
directories list him from 1889 to 1894 as a carver, first 
at 16 Marion Street, and then at 125 Tremont Street. 

In addition to furniture designed by Scott now at Glessner 
House, a number of his drawings survive—designs not only 
for individual pieces of furniture but for entire interiors. 
An undated rendering of a center table was probably done 
while Scott was in Chicago, for it is stylistically related 
to the designs of other ‘‘art-furniture’’ makers of the period 
(Fig. 10). It is not known whether this piece was actually 
made, for Scott would often do several renderings of houses 
or furniture if the first design was not acceptable to his 
client. Scott’s later New York drawings include a number 
of renderings of entire interiors, one of the most elaborate 
being that shown in Figure 11. It is not known whether 
this interior was ever executed. 

Although no longer living in Chicago, Scott continued 
to visit the Glessners at the Rocks, their summer house 
near Littleton, New Hampshire, which he had designed. 
The photograph in Figure 13 shows him there with Frances 
Glessner about 1886. Scott was frequently left to be the 
man of the house when Mr. Glessner was away and it 
was there that he taught Frances and her brother George 
to draw and carve. Frances’ son John Glessner Lee recalled: 


As the years went by, Mr. Scott spent more and more of his 
summers at The Rocks. During much of my mother’s childhood

he was her companion, despite the difference in their ages. They 
went on ‘field trips’ together, for he was very knowing about 
birds and flowers. He designed and did the carving on her 
playhouse and other excellent work. 

I remember Mr. Scott as a kindly stooped old man, whose 
affection for my mother was clear for all to see, and warmly 
returned. The rigors of his war experience probably accounted 
for his arthritis and other bone ailments so that in his later years 
he was stooped almost horizontal, and walked slowly with a 
cane. . . . I can still picture him sitting on the sofa at the Cottage 
one summer morning, facing the fireplace which he had designed, 
a weary, weary old man smiling at my mother as she fussed 
about to make him comfortable. 


Scott died in Melrose, Massachusetts, on December 15, 
1920, at the age of seventy-five. !°

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Isaiah Rogers’ Tremont Theatre, Boston

IN 1827 Isaiah Rogers entered a competition for the design 
of a new theater in Boston. He had only recently set up 
on his own as an architect, after serving an apprenticeship 
with Solomon Willard. Rogers submitted a design for what 
would be one of the handsomest Greek revival buildings 
ever erected in Boston, the Tremont Theatre (Fig. 1). 
The new theater was a project of a group of Boston 
businessmen who identified themselves with the so-called 
Middling Interest in Boston politics. Vociferous patriots 
and anglophobes, the men of the Middling Interest were 


discontented with the management of the city’s only regular 
playhouse, the Federal Street Theatre (built by Charles 
Bulfinch in 1794; rebuilt in 1798). The managers of the 
old theater, Thomas Kilner (an Englishman) and Henry 
James Finn (a Nova Scotian), had learned their trade in 
England. Critics accused them of shoddy management and 
failure to cater to Boston tastes. 

Early in 1827 the opponents of Kilner and Finn rallied 
around a Boston-born actor named William Pelby, who 
had been dismissed from the Federal Street company. Pelby

spread the word that ‘‘the English managers”’ had shut him 
out unfairly. His friends proposed establishing a new 
theater under an ‘‘American manager’’—Pelby. A meeting 
of interested subscribers was called in February 1827; 
trustees were elected; and about six hundred $100 shares 
were sold, mostly to men of the Middling Interest.’ 

On March 1, 1827, the trustees advertised a $50 premium 
for ‘‘the best Plan of a building with a granite front.’’? 
In May they awarded the premium, plus a $200 fee, to 
Isaiah Rogers. It appears that Gilbert Stuart, the distin- 
guished portrait painter, was one of the judges in the 
competition. In any case, the building committee sought 
his approval of the design. On the verso of Rogers’ eleva- 
tion (Fig. 2) is a transcription of Stuart’s comment and 
his signature: “‘I do not see that the Front of the building, 
limited as it is, admits of a better distribution.’’ 

In April the trustees bought two adjoining lots on the 
east side of Common Street, south of School Street. The 
stockholders considered the names Franklin and Columbia 
for the new theater, then agreed on the name Tremont, 
one of the first English names for the Shawmut Peninsula 
on which Boston is located. The three hills to which 
Tremont refers had begun to disappear into the surrounding 
water, and history-minded Bostonians were pleased to 
preserve the memory, if not the reality, of the city’s early 
topography. In 1829 Common Street itself was renamed 
Tremont. 

Construction was begun in the early summer of 1827, 
the cornerstone was laid on the Fourth of July, and the 
Tremont Theatre was built in an extraordinarily short time, 
opening on September 24. The total cost was about $80,- 
000.* On opening night the pediment was still unfinished, 
mainly due to delays at the state prison in Charlestown, 
where the stone was being dressed by convicts.* None- 
theless, when it was finished a few months later many 
Bostonians felt the Tremont Theatre was architecturally the 
finest building in the city. In 1836 the architect Arthur 
Gilman reviewed a number of recent Boston buildings in 
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the North American Review; although he was a stern critic 
and a champion of the Gothic, he was won over by Rogers’ 
design: 


The most perfect piece of architecture in Boston, is the facade 
of the Tremont Theatre. The only fault we find in it is the 
steepness of the roof, which is too great for classical elegance. 
With this exception it is uncommonly chaste and dignified, and 
the proportions are admirable. We should be glad to see the two 
niches occupied by statues, and the pediment adorned with a 
bas-relief. It is difficult to explain on paper the merits of this 
edifice, because they consist chiefly in the beauty of the propor- 
tions; the height of the whole compared with its breadth, and 
the proportion of the upper story to the basement. One of its 
great beauties is the simplicity of the architecture. Upon a base 
of solid masonry, pierced by three arched doorways of great 
depth, rises a second story, containing three lofty windows, and 
supported by Ionic pilasters. This story is carried up so high, 
that the basement seems only a proper foundation for it. Above 
this rises the pediment, which, though too heavy, is far from 
being a deformity.° 
A. J. Davis’ lithograph of the theater in 1828 (Fig. 3) 
reveals that the statues for the niches and the pediment 
decoration shown in Rogers’ elevation were missing; the 
shape of the ground-floor windows was changed from that 
shown in the original design, and fanlights like the one 
roughly sketched on the elevation had been added over 
each of the three entrances. Because the stockholders were 
reluctant to spend money for statues, the niches remained 
empty until about 1840, when they were filled with figures 
of Melpomene and Thalia, the muses of tragedy and com- 
edy. A view of Tremont Street painted about 1843 by Philip 
Harry (Fig. 4) shows the statues in place. Also visible in 
Harry’s view is Rogers’ famous Tremont House hotel, 
completed in 1829 across the street from the theater. 
The facade of the Tremont Theatre was sixty feet high 
and seventy-nine feet wide. About halfway along its 135- 
foot depth each side wall made a jog outward of about 
six feet, so that the width of the rear wall was ninety feet. 
Alleys paralleled the sides of the theater as far as the 
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outward jog, giving access to the pit, the equivalent of 
the modern orchestra, and the gallery. Iron gates, as shown 
in Rogers’ elevation, closed off the alleys on the street. 
The stage entrance was approached through a passageway 
from School Street, on the north, over land now occupied 
by the Parker House hotel.® 

The contrasts of whites and grays in Davis’ lithograph 
are not merely highlights and shadows. Rogers emphasized 
the lines of the facade by using granite of three different 
colors. The rusticated basement story was of gray Quincy 
granite, the wall above of blue granite, and the four Ionic 
pilasters of white ‘‘Eastern’’ granite, which was said to 
look like marble. The pediment was of Quincy and the 
cornices of Eastern granite. The unexecuted relief decora- 
tion in the pediment was to have been of Eastern granite 
as well.’ The side and rear walls were brick. 

Spectators entered the boxes through the three arches 
on Tremont Street, which opened into a large hall. Off 
one side of the hall was a ticket office; off the other a 
second office (perhaps the manager’s or treasurer’s). Each 
office was lit by a window in the facade. From the hall 
two curved staircases ascended to the lobby behind the first 
tier of boxes, or dress circle. Off this lobby was the saloon, 
at the front of the building, which was illuminated by the 
three tall windows in the facade. At one end of the saloon 
was what was called a drawing room for ladies, at the 
other end a similar room for gentlemen. 

No illustrations of the interior of the Tremont Theatre 
have yet come to light. The newspapers described the

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auditorium as semi-elliptical in shape—wider than it was 
deep—so that even the spectators in the back row were 
fairly close to the stage. The pit was surrounded by three 
tiers of boxes, with galleries above the third tier. In order 
to improve the sight lines Rogers raked the floors of the 
boxes at an angle of thirty-six degrees. Thus, as a newspa- 
per reporter pointed out, a box patron would have an 
unobstructed view of the stage even if he sat behind 
someone wearing a tall hat.? Bostonians, however, disliked 
the steep rake and in 1828 the boxes were reconstructed 
to eliminate it.'° Seats in the pit and boxes were cushioned, 
and the benches in the pit had backs—an improvement over 
the crude, backless benches in the Federal Street Theatre. 
The capacity of the Tremont was technically about fifteen 
hundred people, but in those days of undivided benches, 
the actual capacity was limited only by the willingness of 
spectators to crowd together. Occasionally as many as 
nineteen hundred people packed into the auditorium.” 

The decorations and appointments of the auditorium were 
designed and executed by Charles Hubbard, a local portrait 
and commercial painter, and by a painter named Hardy. 
The American Traveller, on September 21, 1827, de- 
scribed the auditorium as follows: 


The Boxes.—The fronts are painted of a delicate blue color, 
ornamented with groups of figures (in basso-relievo) in compart- 
ments painted by Mr. Hubard [sic], and splendid, burnished gold 
mouldings. The seats are handsomely cushioned and from the 
second and third tiers of Boxes are suspended elegant cut glass 
Chandeliers, from gold brackets. 

The Proscenium.—In the centre near the ceiling is a bust of 
Shakespeare, with the emblems of the comic and tragic muse; 
and on either side two female figures with wreaths, cornucopias, 
&c. &c. The Cove of the proscenium is in pannel work. Immedi- 
ately below is a representation of Apollo drawn in a Chariot, 
attended by the muses, &c. painted by Mr. Hubard; below, is 
a splendid cornice of the Ionic order with gilt cubical plinths; 
crimson and gold drapery completes this part of the proscenium. 

The Ceiling—Is painted in compartments of a light straw color, 
representing a dome, with gold wreaths, mouldings and rosetts 
[sic]—by Mr. Hardy. 


The thirteen chandeliers around the fronts of the boxes were 
made by the New England Glass Company. The manager 
promised that only purified wax candles would be burned 
in them, to prevent box holders from being annoyed by 
offensive odors when the candles were trimmed during 
performances. On each side of the stage were three astral 
lamps, which were said to shed a pleasantly soft light. 
In the ceiling, hidden by a centerpiece of blue, crimson, 
and gold, was a large ventilator with a flue leading into 
the attic. The drop curtain, with a view of the ruins of 
the Colosseum in Rome, was painted by Henry Isherwood, 
who also executed the stock scenery for the Tremont, with 
the assistance of Hardy, Hubbard, and others. The scenery 
was said to have cost $10,000.” 

In 1828 Rogers reconstructed the auditorium, reducing 
the rake of the boxes, widening the pit, and enlarging the 
orchestra pit. He also redecorated the proscenium, borrow- 
ing motifs from the choragic monument of Lysicrates in 
Athens.'? The auditorium was repainted white and straw 
color. The fronts of the boxes were redecorated with 
paintings of cupids, lions, sea nymphs, dolphins, sphinxes, 
and other motifs. The drop curtain depicting the Colos- 
seum was replaced with a view of ‘‘The Grove of Aca- 
demus,’’ showing Plato instructing his pupils against a 
background of Greek temples. Though this subject, like 
many of the decorative motifs in the auditorium, may have

satisfied the contemporary interest in things Greek, the 
gaudy style of the painting displeased the fashionable 
patrons of the Tremont. The Dramatic Mirror on Sep- 
tember 14, 1829, reported that the curtain was a standing 
joke for the town, ‘‘with its coarse and crooked daubs 
intending to represent philosophers, and its miscellaneous 
distribution of spots of green and red paint for foliage.’’ 
In 1829 it was replaced with an Italian landscape. 

In those days, when the auditorium was fully illuminated 
during performances, and the box holders attended the 
theater to be seen as well as to see, it was important that 
the color scheme should flatter the ladies’ complexions. 
The choice of straw and white for the boxes was received 
with as little enthusiasm as the drop curtain. At the start 
of the 1829-1830 season, the Dramatic Mirror was pleased 
to find that improvements had been made: 


As to the boxes. The backs of these, last winter were of a cold 
white, not only chilling to the blood of the nervous spectator, 
but imparting to the countenances of the ladies in the dress circle 
a ghastly hue that detracted wonderfully from their good looks. 
A warm, though modest tint has been laid over that marble 
paleness, and the effect when the seats are filled is truly admirable. 


The new tint was a salmon color." 

Although three theaters in New York had already been 
equipped with gaslights when the Tremont opened in 1827, 
the Tremont’s stockholders chose not to install the new 
devices until August 1832, when the stage of the theater 
was illuminated with gas. This was the first use of gaslights 
in a Boston theater. In the following season the thirteen 
lamps around the fronts of the boxes were replaced with 
gas chandeliers; the manager proudly advertised that *‘the 
House will be illuminated throughout with Gas.’’ The 
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ladies were especially pleased with the new lights, for some 
of them had had their dresses ruined by dripping candle 
wax and oil from the lamps.” 

The Tremont Theatre offered ample accommodations for 
the comfort of spectators between the acts. The grand 
saloon, not finished until early in 1828, was a splendid 
room forty-two feet long, twenty-two high, and about thirty 
wide. In accordance with the loudly patriotic character of 
the management, it was furnished entirely with American 
products. A cut-glass ‘*Grecian’’ chandelier made by the 
New England Glass Company was suspended from the 
center of the ceiling over a carpet made in a factory in 
Medway, Massachusetts. At each end of the saloon was 
a French plate-glass looking glass seven feet high made 
by John Doggett and Company of Roxbury. The furniture 
included six Grecian couches made by Stephen Lynch of 
Boston. Buff and crimson draperies hung from the cornice 
over the windows. The decoration was supervised by Wil- 
liam Stewart, a Boston upholsterer.!® Isaiah Rogers, whose 
public rooms in the Tremont House hotel, finished in 1829, 
were celebrated for their dignity, first showed his genius 
for interior design at the Tremont Theatre. The Tremont 
House was also famous for its battery of mechanical water 
closets. In this respect, too, the theatre anticipated the 
hotel: holders of box seats were provided with water closets 
which were leased by the managers to a concessionaire. '” 

In an address to the Bostonian Society in 1900, Curtis 
Guild recalled the Tremont Theatre as he had known it 
in his youth: ‘‘Between the third and fourth acts there was 
generally an intermission of fifteen minutes, when the 
occupants of the boxes repaired to the grand saloon for 
promenade or refreshments.’’ Though most Boston restau- 
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rants closed at nine, a late supper and a nightcap could 
be had at the theater. Cold chicken, sandwiches, pastry, 
and ice cream were dispensed from a counter in the saloon, 
and drinks at 6¢ each from bars behind the third tier and 
thé pit.” 

The Tremont had two greenrooms backstage, one for 
the leading actors and another for those who played sec- 
ondary and minor roles. Not far from the stage was a 
well-furnished private dressing room for the star, which 
measured about eight by twenty feet. 

Competition between the Federal Street Theatre and the 
Tremont Theatre raged fiercely for two years, at an im- 
mense cost to both sides. Thereafter the stockholders of 
the Tremont paid the Federal Street shareholders an annual 
fee to keep that theater closed. Although for a few years 
the Tremont was the only theater in Boston, it was never 
popular with the common people, and before long new 
rivals entered the field. In 1832 William Pelby, who had 
been replaced after only a season as manager of the Tre- 
mont, took control of the American Amphitheatre at Port- 
land and Traverse streets. Rebuilt in 1836 and renamed 
the National, Pelby’s establishment became the popular 
theater, consolidating the Tremont’s position as the resort 
of fashion, but diminishing its source of income. In 1836 
another theater, the Lion, was built in Washington Street. 

The Tremont also had to compete with the Lyceum 
Movement of the 1830’s, when popular lectures were all 
the rage, and with panoramas and quasi-theatrical perform- 
ances at the New England Museum. Even when the Tre- 
mont offered attractions that sold out, its relatively modest 
capacity limited receipts. Furthermore, the Tremont’s 
managers had to contend with the financial panic of 1837 
and with a set of stockholders more interested in immediate 
dividends than in a long-term investment. 

The evangelical revival also affected the theater business 
at this time. In the winter of 1841-1842 the Baptist reviva-

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list Jacob Knapp stirred multitudes to a spiritual awakening. 
Thousands were convicted of sin; Boston’s churches were 
packed. The Baptists, like many other sects, denounced 
the theater as Satan’s temple. 

By 1843 the Tremont Theatre had suffered several losing 
seasons. The manager had even been forced to build a ring 
on the stage to accommodate a circus troupe. At this time 
the elders of the Tremont Street Baptist Church were 
searching for a larger building, and hearing that the theater 
was up for sale, made an offer for it in late April. On 
May 24 the theater was sold to the Baptists for $55,000.'" 

The last performance at the Tremont Theatre, on June 
23, 1843, was a melancholy occasion marked by the 
singing of ‘“‘Auld Lang Syne’’ after the play. The actor 
William Rufus Blake stood in his box and indignantly 
harangued religious opponents of the stage, and a local 
amateur delivered a comic sermon, caricaturing the style 
of Jacob Knapp. For the dedication of what the Baptists 
called the Tremont Temple the Reverend Nathaniel Colver 
wrote a hymn that included these lines: 


Satan has here held empire long— 

A blighting curse—a cruel reign— 

By mimic scenes, and mirth and song, 
Alluring souls to endless pain. 


The preacher also attacked the theater in his dedicatory 
sermon. ‘‘Strip the Theatre of its licentiousness and drunk- 
enness, ’ he thundered, ‘*‘and its charm would be gone.’’ 
In reporting these remarks, the Boston Evening Transcript 
of December 8, 1843, tartly observed: ‘‘These are not, 
however, the sentiments of a great many very sensible and 
well disposed people.”’ 

The Tremont Temple was used as a church on Sundays 
and rented out as a public hall during the week. It was 
sold ‘“‘for half its value,’’ recalled one bitter partisan, ‘‘and 

. . transformed from its original and legitimate purposes, 
to what? To negro minstrels, to mesmerizers; to crooked- 
backed, stiff-necked politicians.’’?° 

The Baptists spent $24,000 altering the building. They 
ripped out most of the interior, replacing the old auditorium 
with two public halls, a large one on the second floor (Fig. 
5) and a smaller one below. They squeezed shops into the 
Tremont Street front and fitted up the rest of the theater 
with artists’ studios and offices for dentists and insurance 
agents. A view of the Temple published in 1852 (Fig. 6) 
shows the ruined facade, its harmonious and dignified 
proportions destroyed. Arthur Gilman, the architect who 
had so admired Rogers’ design, was furious: 


The front of the Tremont theatre was noticed in a former number 
of this Journal, as one of the best proportioned and most agreeable 
structures in Boston. But since the publication of the article 
referred to, it has undergone fearful changes. The rusticated 
arcade of the lower story has been destroyed, the arched openings 
being filled in with long, straight blocks of stone, and the solid 
wall which flanked them, at the extremities of the facade, receiv- 
ing a similar kind of treatment. This was done to adapt them 
to shop fronts, while the next or principal story has fared, if 
possible, somewhat worse. From the niches, where stood the 
Statues, pedestals, and wall, have alike been pulled away, and 
the circular-headed spaces filled up with flaring glazed windows, 
divided into two lights by a floor cutting them across the middle. 
It can be imagined, how well these assimilate with the handsome, 
square-headed windows, which open in the central inter-columns. 
Five recessed panels next above these have also been opened 
and glazed, making a kind of mezzanine story, which could 
nowhere be more unsightly than in its present situation. The 
granite front, having begun to acquire a few picturesque tints 
from the action of the weather, has been scrubbed, and ham- 
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mered, and pointed, until it looks like a staring geometrical 
drawing in an architect’s portfolio. The interior has been bar- 
barized into a lath and plaster hybrid of church and concert- 
hall,—an ingenious reconciliation of God and Mammon which 
it remained for the liberal and enlightened nineteenth century to 
discover. The superb Corinthian columns, which formerly 
adorned the proscenium, and which shone with every grace that 
form and color could impart, have been pulled down, and wan- 
tonly sacrificed ‘‘for a song’’ at public auction. Instead of the 
tasteful and even elegant interior, which it formerly exhibited, 
and of which every Bostonian had reason to be proud, a desolate 
and monotonous expanse of dirty white is now spread before 
the eye,—small cast-iron props sustaining enormous galleries, 
and bare, unpainted pine supplanting all the former attractions 
of drapery and gilding. ‘*Patience,’’ exclaimed old Sir Henry 
Lee, “is a good nag, but she will bolt sometimes;’’ and we must 
take the license to confess, that we have scarcely any terms in 
which adequately to speak our idea of this Vandalic spoliation.?! 


Before the temple was destroyed by fire on March 31, 
1852, it was the scene of lectures by Rufus Choate, Daniel 
Webster, and other great orators of the day, and it was 
there that the famous Swedish soprano Jenny Lind pre- 
sented her first concerts in Boston. The fire also destroyed 
the studios of the Boston artists Benjamin Champney, John 
C. King, Wellman Morrison, and John Pope, as well as 
Thomas Thompson’s collection of sculpture and paintings, 
valued at $45,000. A second temple was built on the 
land, but that burned in 1879, and a third burned in 1893. 
Rebuilt yet again, the Tremont Temple still occupies the 
site.

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A Southern bed rugg

IT WOULD APPEAR from documented sources, and contrary 
to current opinion,’ that the bed rugg was a common 
eighteenth-century bed furnishing in the South as well as 
in New England. In the York County, Virginia, inventory 
records, for example, bed ruggs are listed throughout the 
century. John Marot’s inventory of 1717-1718 lists *‘l bed 
1.5.0... 2 pr. blankets 2.4.0 ...1 bed 2.0.0... 
1 Rugg 1.0.0 . . .’’; James Geddy’s 1744 inventory 
lists ‘‘1 Settee, Bedsted, Bed Rugg &c 30/0. . . 1 Trundle 
Bed Rugg Blanket & Sheet 20/’’; Governor Norborne 
Berkeley Botetourt’s 1770 inventory lists ‘‘1 bed Carpet 
.. . In the Chamber over the dining room”’ and ‘‘in His 
Lordship’s bed chamber . | bed Carpet.’’ 

The Association for the Preservation of Virginia Anti- 
quities has recently acquired a bed rugg that seems to be 
unique (color plate). It has a long history of family owner- 
ship in northern Virginia (Loudoun County), and probably 
was made between 1770 and 1820. The width of the bed 
rugg, which is made of natural unbleached wool, consists 
of two selvage widths seamed together with natural un- 
bleached wool. The warp ends are roll hemmed. 

Embroidered rather than woven knots cover the entire 
surface and define the pattern.” Since some knots span the 
seam, it would appear that they were applied after the piece 
was seamed. The ends of each knot have been cut, giving 
the rugg a very shaggy appearance (see detail). The em- 
broidery was probably done on a frame with either a needle 
or a hook. Against the natural-color background are knots 
of dark blue, light blue, salmon pink, pale pink, a faded 
blue-green, and a faded tan-yellow.

Bed ruggs with woven knots are known. An example 
dating from between 1741 and 1743 is owned by the Faith 
Trumbull Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution in Norwich, Connecticut.? Colonial Williamsburg 
owns a Welsh rugg dated 1807,* and the Museum of Early 
Southern Decorative Arts has an example with a Virginia 
history.° The bed rugg illustrated here, however, with the 
embroidered knots seems to be a singular example of this 
technique® and is an interesting example of folk art expres- 
sion in textiles both in its design and execution.

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Bulloch Hall in Roswell, Georgia

DURING THE AFTERMATH Of the great panic of 1837 a party 
of prominent Savannah businessmen migrated inland to 
develop cotton mills in the recently settled village of 
Roswell on the Chattahoochee River. One of them was 
James Stephens Bulloch, a Savannah banker who had 
daringly invested in Atlantic and Mississippi shipping and 
who was now seeking to regain the wealth he lost in the 
panic by participating in an even more risky enterprise. 
In 1839 he and his second wife, Martha Stewart Elliott, 
six of their children, and their household slaves moved 
to Roswell and occupied a big log house known as the 
Castle. 

By 1840 the Roswell cotton mills were thriving, and 
a Windsor, Connecticut, builder named Willis Ball was 
set to work refashioning the frontier hamlet. There were 
already some permanent stores around the square, and on 
a side street a neat row of attached dwellings had been 
built for the New England millworkers. The details of most 
of Ball’s designs reflected plates from the popular building 
guides of Asher Benjamin. For Roswell, Ball designed a 
Doric-columned Presbyterian church, which still stands, 
and a more ambitious and original group of temple-style 
mansions, of which the most monumental is James Bul- 
loch’s house, Bulloch Hall. More than a century later the 
building was described by the Georgia architectural histo- 
rian William R. Mitchell as being ‘‘architecturally, histori- 
cally and culturally . . . one of the most significant houses 
in the state.’’? 

In Bulloch Hall the Greek revival temple form was 
expanded in native pine. Against the plain clapboarded 
rectangle an oversize pediment towers above the surround- 
ing grove of cedar trees and the barns, gardens, and 
outbuildings of the estate. The columns, distorted by ex- 
cessive entasis, spring from a wide piazza that borders a 
heart-shape driveway. Perched on the peak of the highest 
hill in the park, the house is not on axis with the street, 
so that one comes upon it suddenly and its size and curious 
shape have the maximum impact. Bulloch Hall still retains 
a dramatic quality shared by none of the other houses Ball 
designed in Roswell. 

Bulloch Hall’s original colors illustrate the fascination 
of the 1830’s and 1840’s with the polychromatic decoration 
of ancient Greek temples. The exterior of the house was 
white, trimmed in a golden straw color and a brown tinged 
with red and lavender known as Spanish brown. The 
shutters were green, and the columns were marbled blue 
and gray over white. The principal rooms of Bulloch Hall 
were also brightly painted, giving them a theatrical sort 
of grandeur. Interior doors were grained dark brown and 
varnished, so that they could be washed. The surrounding 
woodwork was likewise varnished over straw-colored 
graining. Most of the mantels and baseboards were painted

soldiers cut the checkerboard into its top while occupying Roswell during the Civil 
War. 
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Bulloch Hall. The house and surrounding park 
are virtually unchanged. 


This central hall divides the six rooms of the 
principal floor. Above it is a similar hall. The 
colors match those first applied to the plaster 
walls. The pine floors, like all the unpainted 
floors in the house, are once again scrubbed 
annually with lye, water, and sand, and then 
waxed for protection only where they are most 
exposed to hard use. The arch is supported by 
Doric columns modeled on those shown in 
Asher Benjamin, American Builder’s Compan- 
ion (6th ed., Boston, 1827, pp. 59-61). The 
unlabeled sideboard and card table resemble the 
work of Anthony Quervelle of Philadelphia. 
The bell lamp of c. 1845 was used in Fauquier 
County, Virginia. The furnishings here and 


throughout the house were assembled in 1971 
and 1972. 
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Parlor to the right of the hall. The marble-topped center table of c. 1860 is from South Carolina; the melodeon of 
c. 1847 was made by the George A. Prince Company of Buffalo, New York. The central girandole on the mantel 
depicts the Swedish soprano Jenny Lind and was made by Dietz and Company of New York in 1853. The carpet 
was acquired from a plantation house in Adams County, Mississippi. The cotton curtains with silk fringe are hung 
on fittings that are attached over the marks left in the woodwork presumably by the original fittings. The curtains 


are hung according to a pattern found in a print of the 1840’s. 


The dining room was the scene of the wedding of Mittie Bulloch and Theodore Roosevelt Sr. on December 22, 1853. 
The table is English, c. 1830; the pine and mahogany Georgia sideboard of c. 1825 was purchased near Savannah. 
Peacock- and turkey-feather fans are known to have been used in this room to shoo away flies; certain kinds of vines 
also repelled flies which might otherwise have left specks on the gilded picture frames. The cotton window hangings 
were suggested by an illustration and description in Andrew Jackson Downing, Architecture of Country Houses (New 
York, 1850, p. 357). The stained and gilded cornices of c. 1850 from a house in Washington, D.C., also resemble 
those in the Downing illustration. During the Roosevelts’ wedding the doors between the dining room and parlor were 
opened and festooned with winter greenery. 





black or slate blue. The walls of the first- and second-floor 
halls were Pompeiian red, and downstairs the many stages 
of the molded plaster cornices were picked out in violet, 
blue, and emerald green. By contrast, all the family’s 
private rooms were whitewashed. 

James Bulloch died in 1849, leaving debts and very little 
cash. A close friend of his purchased Bulloch Hall, pro- 
viding the money to pay the debts, and he permitted the 
widow and her children to live there with the understanding 
that she could buy the estate back when certain of her 
husband’s investments paid off. That never happened. 
Instead, the Bullochs remained in the big house as guests 
of the new owner, who, with others of the late major’s 
friends, saw to their well-being. The second daughter, 
Martha, known as Mittie, was a popular belle of the 
community. Her letters describe an abundant rural life, with 
occasional trips to visit cousins on plantations and in 
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The warming pantry, where food from the downstairs kitchen wa: 
kept warm before being served. Mosquito nets protected food lef 
on the shelves. The floor is painted the original brown and the wall: 
are whitewashed. The mantel was damaged by a fire during thé 
nineteenth century. 


Savannah. Not long before her marriage to Theodore Roo 
sevelt Sr., which took place at Bulloch Hall on Decembe: 
22, 1853, she described a picnic: 


We have just returned after having a most delightful time. I 
was almost impossible for our horses to keep a foothold, the 
mountain was so steep, but we were fully repaid by the beautifu 
extended view from the top. When we descended at the botton 
the gentlemen had spread planks and carriage cushons were 
arranged for us to rest on and at about 4 o’clock we had ou 
dinner. Sandwiches, chicken wings, bread and cheese. | 
had promised to ride back with Henry Stiles and I did so. . 

not having my habit, I fixed a bright red shawl as a skirt, anc 
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a long red scarf on my head turban fashion with long ends 
streaming. Lizzie Smith and [my sister] Anna dressed the same 
way, and we were all perfectly wild . . . and created quite an 
excitement in Roswell by our gay cavalcade.’ 


Many years later one of Mittie’s bridesmaids told Mar- 
garet Mitchell about that winter wedding at Bulloch Hall: 
‘“We had ice brought all the way from Savannah to make 
the ice cream, and no one there was more astonished at 
it than Mr. Roosevelt’s parents. It was their first trip South, 
and like most Northern people of that time they were 
ignorant about the South. Goodness knows what they 
expected us to be like but they were amazed and pleased.’” 
After the wedding the Roosevelts moved to New York City,

the birthplace, in 1858, of their son Theodore, who was 
to become the twenty-sixth president of the United States. 
The daughter of their fourth child, Elliott, became Mrs. 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 

In 1856 Mrs. James Bulloch left Bulloch Hall, after 
selling most of the contents locally, and moved to Phila- 
delphia, where she lived with another married daughter 
until her death during the Civil War. Although Roswell 
was a key location during the siege of Atlanta, Bulloch 
Hall survived the war unharmed. Since the 1860’s the house 
has changed hands surprisingly few times, and has been 
altered very little. It has never been allowed to fall into 
ruin, although various generations of owners have made 
changes: by 1895 white paint covered the bright colors 
inside and out, a jungle of vines had been trained onto 
the portico, and trees had grown up around it. 





The family sitting room is whitewashed as it 
was originally. The room is furnished with 
woven mats and linen slipcovers, as it would 
have been for the long summers. The secretary 
in the corner has a history of use in Alexan- 
dria, Virginia. The mahogany and pine table 
in the center of the room is a Southern piece.

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The kitchen is one of three basement rooms. The 
others are a dirt-floored larder and a deep cold 
cellar. On the pine table in the foreground are the 
cake tins used to make the wedding cake for 
Theodore and Mittie Roosevelt. The chest at the 
right is a flour bin from the Roswell region. Next 
to it, propped against the wall, is a_ nine- 
teenth-century cornhusk broom of the kind used 
to scrub the pine floors at Bulloch Hall. 


President Theodore Roosevelt visited Bulloch Hall in 
1905 and was honored with a full-scale model of the house 
at the Jamestown Exposition of 1907. Nearly twenty years 
later Margaret Mitchell wrote a feature about the house 
‘or the Atlanta Constitution,* and the legend has persisted 
hat this was the Tara where Scarlett O’Hara of her novel 
Gone With the Wind lived. President and Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt would sometimes drive to Roswell from 
Warm Springs to show Bulloch Hall to their friends. But 
after World War II, interest in the place dwindled. The 
ywners finally built a small ranch-style house on the 
yrounds, and Bulloch Hall was abandoned to occasional 
ramps and bats. 

By the autumn of 1971 it seemed certain that developers 
rom downtown Atlanta, thirty minutes away by car, would 
suy the house and the surrounding park as a site for 
ipartments. Ironically, it was an Atlanta real estate devel- 
yper, Richard S. Myrick, who bought the property to 
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‘Company room’”’ on the main floor. The mahog- 
iny “‘French’’ bed was brought to South Carolina 
n the nineteenth century from a sugar plantation 
yn the Mississippi just above New Orleans. The 
rinted cotton hangings are of a pattern similar to 
ragments found in nearby Barrington Hall that are 
elieved to have been made in Roswell’s mills. 
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preserve it. He formed a company, Historic Roswell, Inc., 
and sponsored the restoration of Bulloch Hall as a museum. 
The company’s restoration endeavors have expanded to 
include most of the surviving buildings on the town square, 
which are now rehabilitated as specialty shops, in strong 
support of Roswell’s determination to retain its identity in 
a burgeoning metropolitan area.

The Flowering of American Folk Art 1776-1876, by Jean Lipman 
and Alice Winchester. 288 pp., illus., color pls., artists’ biogra- 
phies, bibliography. (Viking Press; $19.95) 


The Flowering of American Folk Art 1776-1876, the exhi- 
bition that opened at the Whitney Museum of American 
Art on February 1, 1974, was a stunningly beautiful and 
constantly stimulating experience (much of the show can 
be seen at the M.H. de Young Museum in San Francisco 
from June 24 to September 15, 1974). It was also a major 
event in American art history, to be ranked with Holger 
Cahill’s American Folk Art: The Art of the Common Man 
in America 1750-1900 at the Museum of Modern Art in 
1932, and may well mark the close of an era in which 
the emphasis for collectors, scholars, and museum profes- 
sionals has been almost exclusively on the folk art of the 
Northeast in the first hundred years of the republic. 

The exhibition, sponsored by Philip Morris, and the 
volume (‘‘catalogue’’ is hardly the word for such a lavish 
contribution) that coincides with it were put together by 
two of the three most knowledgeable specialists in this 
field. (The third, of course, is Nina Fletcher Little.) Jean 
Lipman distinguished herself early as a pioneer collector 
and writer. As the editor of Art in America, she brought 
continuing scholarship in contemporary art to bear on the 
recognition of merits in the works of our hitherto neglected 
folk artists. Alice Winchester, for thirty-four years the 
editor of ANTIQUES, sees folk art in relation to the traditions 
of craftsmanship in the decorative arts and as threads in 
the fabric of American history. During her editorship the 
number of articles on folk art published in the magazine 
ran to the hundreds, benefiting every student and scholar 
in the field. The successful blending of their points of view, 
interests, and expertise is reflected in Alice Winchester’s 
statement that ‘‘the artisan tradition discernible in all folk 
art is perhaps its chief unifying characteristic, but it is the 
eye of the artist directing the hand of the craftsman that 
gives it esthetic validity.’’ 

The book is a big, generous volume with 410 clear and 
richly modulated illustrations, more than a quarter of them 
in unusually true color. Miss Winchester’s introduction 
contains the authoritative history of the interest in American 
folk art, an uncluttered definition of the subject, and a 
recognition of the limitations of the exhibition—in all as 
sensible a statement as one could wish for. Mrs. Lipman 
and Miss Winchester chose clear-cut limits and controls 
for the exhibition. The time would be the first hundred 
years of the republic, the emphasis would be on the 
Northeast, the criterion would be art, rather than folk— 
aesthetics, rather than history. Since no two specialists in 
Europe or America can agree on exactly what folk art is, 
the authors simply made their selections outside the terri- 
tories held by the scholars and collectors of fine arts and 
academic artists. We have very little quarrel with their 
choices.

If we were to differ, it would be over the geographic 
limitations they set. The Hispanic tradition of the South 
west, which is just as derivative of a European traditio1 
as the Pennsylvania German and well within their time 
range, could have been considered. The South was als« 
ignored, in particular Pierre Joseph Landry of Louisian 
who was, in our view, the great master of American foll 
carving in this period. Miss Winchester in her introductio! 
did take note of research and discoveries in other part 
of the country, but they were very sparsely represente 
in the rest of the book. However, the general excellenc 
of the selections and the balance of classic examples fron 
major museums and unknown items from private collec 
tions outweigh any quibble over the geographic limitation 
the organizers of the show had every right to prescribe. 

We were happy to read Miss Winchester’s tribute t 
Holger Cahill, who has too long gone unsung as the firs 
writer and the first curator to introduce Americans to thi 
segment of their art and culture on anything approachin 
a major scale. For years we have marveled at how clos 
to the truth Cahill came when he was pioneering almo: 
alone. At last, Miss Winchester has expressed the indeb 
edness of us all. 

Nineteen subjects (portraits, landscapes, weather vanes 
tavern signs, furniture, and so on) are treated in separat 
sections, each of which has a running text that eithe 
generalizes about the particular field or comments on som 
of the objects illustrated. These essays vary in quality an 
one or two sections have been criticized by specialist: 
However, the captions are complete, and the truth of tk 
matter is that people will spend far more time on tl 
illustrations than on the text. For every picture there 1 
on the same page, the name of the artist when know 
the title, the medium, the size, the date, where the obje 
was found, and who owns it. The book’s faults are mint 
scule in comparison to its virtues. It is a classic that wi 
remain unmatched for long years to come. 

The Flowering of American Folk Art appears at a tim 
when interest in the subject is at flood tide. The last tw 
years have seen numerous important smaller exhibitio1 
and publications, and in the months ahead a variety « 
events will expand the growing audience for folk art. Muc 
of this activity is concerned not with the years 1776 
1876, but with those that follow, a period quite differe 
but equally interesting. There are fewer portraits, le 
needlework, and less maritime carving, for example, b 
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more small sculptures and more landscapes painted directly 
from nature. There are outdoor murals, a whole school 
of nostalgic painters for whom Grandma Moses led the 
way, and grass-roots architect-sculptors such as Gregg 
Blasdel who was described in Art in America (October 
1968, p. 22). 

When one considers the work that was done after 1876 
by Lindon Park, Olaf Krans, Paul Seifert, John Scholl, 
Frank Moran, Lars Christenson, Horace Pippin, John Kane, 
William Edmundson, Morris Hirshfield, Joseph Pickett, 
Isidor Wiener, and Grandma Moses, one begins to see the 
strong qualities that persisted. Then consider our contem- 
poraries, folk artists of power, conviction, and, not infre- 
quently, humor. Almost every day brings new names to 
the fore and the work is often fresh and aesthetically 
stimulating. The black folk artist is now freer to express 
himself and the urban scene is more frequently portrayed; 
as a result, the view of American life is better balanced. 

If someone were to plan a comparable exhibition of 
American folk art from 1876 to 1976, it would be a great 
compliment to Mrs. Lipman and Miss Winchester. It would 
be different from the present show and book in many ways, 
but done imaginatively, it could be a valuable mirror of 
the American experience. If it were carried out with the 
same high quality of scholarship, expertise, and showman- 
ship as The Flowering of American Folk Art, it would 
-ontinue and complete what has been so well started here. 

Reviewing the show at the Whitney, Hilton Kramer of 
he New York Times said ‘‘this great exhibition suggests 
he need of a revised view of American art history and 
1enceforth the folk artist and the fine artist will have to 
€ seen in more equitable relationship.’’ We agree.

nigo Jones: The Theatre of the Stuart Court, by Stephen Orgel 
nd Roy Strong. Two volumes, xix + 843 pp., illus., color pls.., 
ppendixes, bibliography, calendar of masques, index. (Univer- 
ity of California Press; $125.00) 


N 1606 Edmund Bolton, a Cambridge scholar, dedicated 
book to Inigo Jones (1573-1652) ‘through whom there 
s hope that sculpture, modelling, architecture, painting, 
cting and all that is praise-worthy in the elegant arts of 
1€ ancients, may one day find their way across the Alps 
ito our England.’’ Jones did bring the artistic practices 
{ the Italian Renaissance to England. He was England’s 
rst classical architect and inspired the neo-Palladianism, 
r Georgian style, of the eighteenth century. He introduced 
le perspective stage to England and was the first person 
1 the history of British art to realize the importance of 
raftsmanship and to further his career by his ability to 
‘press his ideas pictorially. In spite of his tremendous 
fluence on British arts, only seven of his forty-five docu- 
ented buildings still stand. Fortunately, more than 450 
‘awings of scenery and costume designs that Jones made 
r court masques survive, and it is these that are so 
autifully catalogued and reproduced in these two vol- 
nes, which have been issued in a limited edition of two 
ousand. 

This catalogue is a work of rare magnitude. The draw- 
gs, which date from 1605 to 1640, could easily have 
90d on their own, for they amply demonstrate Jones’ 
odigious talent and are especially remarkable when one 
msiders that, as Mr. Strong points out, ‘‘no one else in 
igland, until Van Dyck settled in 1632, could produce 
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anything in quality near to these amazing drawings, con- 
ceived in solitude, far from the main source of his inspira- 
tion.’’ However, the authors have chosen neither to sepa- 
rate the drawings from the masques for which they were 
made nor to isolate those masques from the age that 
produced them. In their lengthy introduction to the cata- 
logue they have presented a tremendously exciting history 
of the Stuart court in which they show how these design 
Sketches, working drawings, and presentation drawings 
illustrate not only Jones’ artistic development but aspects 
of Renaissance aesthetics and political thought as well. 

The first two of the four chapters in the introduction 
and, for the most part, the last were written by Stephen 
Orgel, a professor of English at the University of Califor- 
nia, Berkeley. In them he examines the historical and 
philosophical basis of the masque, an entertainment which 
flourished at court during the reigns of James I and Charles 
I. More a pageant than a play, its purpose was to introduce 
the masquers who would then come down from the stage 
to dance with members of the audience. However, in the 
hands of Ben Jonson and Inigo Jones the masque became 
much more than a mere justification for court dances. 
Jonson’s poetry gave depth to the show. Jones was able 
to engineer instantaneous scene changes and spectacular 
moving effects, such as floating clouds bearing people. 
These scenic effects were the essence of the masque and 
became more and more elaborate as the years passed. 
Members of the court themselves performed in the mas- 
ques, which were mythological allegories with a strong 
moral and Platonic tone. Under James I the masques 
instructed the ruler in princely virtues. After Jonson and 
Jones had their famous quarrel, Charles I apparently be- 
came Jones’ chief collaborator in creating the masques; 
he also played the leading parts himself. His masques 
instructed the court in the role and virtues of the ruler. 

Roy Strong is the director of the National Portrait Gallery 
in London. In his chapter he discusses Jones’ style of 
drawing, outlines his role in the productions, lists the 
craftsmen who might have worked with him, and points 
out the artistic influences on him. There is a wonderful 
range of topics touched upon—Renaissance gardens, the 
colors of the costumes, the initial inability of the English 
to read perspective sets, Jones’ belief in the civilizing effect 
of classical architecture. 

In the actual catalogue, for which Mr. Strong is primarily 
responsible, the drawings are grouped according to the 
masques for which they were produced. Also included are 
the complete text of each masque, contemporary accounts 
of the performance, if any, prints that Jones may have 
copied, and many other source materials and details. The 
drawings were initially catalogued in 1923 by P. Simpson 
and C. F. Bell. Their work is the foundation of the present 
publication although several identifications have been cor- 
rected and some new ones made. 

These very scholarly volumes assume a certain amount 
of knowledge on the reader’s part. For instance, the life 
dates of Inigo Jones are never given and no clear description 
of the masque precedes the discussion of the ideas and 
theories behind it. Nevertheless, both authors write Clearly 
and well, and anyone would enjoy their essays. The draw- 
ings are quite beautiful, and the reproductions are so good 
that all the subtleties of line and wash are preserved. For 
most of us the sense of Jones’ innovations and talents has 
never been made so immediate as it is here, nor the 
marvelous effects and substance of the masque so vividly 
re-created.

Ruby-cased water pitcher, New England Glass Company, 
1850-1860. Last year the Corning Museum received 
thirty-three examples of glassware from Marion Pike, a 
descendant of the Leighton family of glass manufacturers. 
Miss Pike’s gift includes glass spanning virtually the 
entire manufacturing history of the New England Glass 
Company, from early blown glass to art glass. A group 
of fine pieces engraved by Henry B. Leighton, the donor’s 
uncle, is included, the most outstanding of which is the 
pitcher illustrated here. Leighton was a member of the 
family that ran the New England Glass Company during 
most of the years of its production and although he 
worked in other factories, his best work was done there. 
Corning Museum of Glass, gift of Marion Pike. 


Case bottle inscribed B. Johnson/1788&, at- 
tributed to the New Bremen Glassmanufactory 
of John Frederick Amelung in Frederick 
County, Maryland. The bottle is part of a set 
(now dispersed in several public and private 
collections) that was made for Baker Johnson, 
brother of the first governor of the state of 
Maryland, and has both a long association 
with Frederick County and stylistic affinities 
with signed Amelung glassware. Corning 
Museum of Glass. 
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Three-piece toilet set, New England Glass Company, c. 1855; 
green-cased glass engraved, cut to clear, and gilded. The set de- 
scended in the John H. Leighton family (Leighton became superin- 
tendent of the New England Glass Company in 1849). It is an exact 
duplicate of a ruby-cased set illustrated in Lura Woodside Watkins, 
Cambridge Glass (Boston, 1930, PI. 57), which was part of the 
1973 gift the Corning Museum received from Marion Pike. The ruby 
set was made probably c. 1855 as a gift for Jane Barnes Leighton. 
Carl U. Fauster, director of the Antique and Historic Glass Founda- 
tion, suggests that this green set may also have been for presentation 
and that perhaps blue and amber examples exist as well. Height 
of bottles with stoppers, 9% inches. Antique and Historic Glass 
Foundation, Toledo. 
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Bowl (above) and pitcher (below) with applied lily-pad decoration, 
probably New York State, 1830-1850. George S. and Helen Mc- 
Kearin (American Glass, New York, 1962) have identified three 
varieties of lily-pad decoration on glassware dating from the late 
eighteenth to the mid-nineteenth century. The decoration on these 
examples is associated with the glasshouses of upper New York State. 
Diameter of bowl at rim, 10% inches; height of pitcher, 9%, inches. 
Currier Gallery of Art, Manchester, New Hampshire. 
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Footed sugar bowl with applied lily-pad decoration, west- 
ern New York State. No exact duplicates of this piece are 
known; two other examples in the museum’s collection, 
which have a similar shape and decoration but are not 
footed, are attributed to the glasshouse at Harrisburg, New 
York. The sugar bowl came to the museum from a grand- 
daughter of the original owner, who acquired it in the 
mid-nineteenth century. Corning Museum of Glass.
